The Senate was a steamkettle for 
13 holdout lawmakers under intense 
pressure from educators to vote for 
the $1.1 billion bill, sponsored jointly

‘‘We re all under the gun from our 
school people. There’s a lot of heat,” 
noted the opposition leader, Sen. 
Nicholas C. Petris, D-Oakland 
The official author, Sen. Ralph C. 
Dills, D-Gardena, called a Senate 
showdown for late this morning. The 
rollcall vote was expected to last 
several hours as backers scurried 
for the final 27th vote needed for 
passage. The bill had been one vote 
short of Senate passage all week. 
The bill would provide $670 million 
in various property tax reductions, 
$332 million in new school money 
and $110 million in income tax

Division of 
Highways for 
placement across the south-bound 
lanes of North H Street between 
Walnut and Ocean Avenues, division

Lejonhud 
revealed yesterday. 
The proposal specifies a 42-foot 
long 
galvanized 
steel 
structure 
supporting 
two 
laminated 
green 
signs with white lettering. One of 
the signs would display an arrow 
pointing 
left 
and 
indicating 
highways 1 and 246, the other would 
direct a right turn on Ocean for 
NASA and Surf. The total area of the 
two signs would be 100 square feet. 
The sign, which would have the 
state law minimum clearance of 18- 
feet, six-inches above H Street, 
would cost about $5,000. Lejonhud 
said that the Division of Highways 
would assume the entire cost. 
The division blue prints were 
drafted in response to a request 
from

Division 
Chairman Harley Craig who says 
that 
p a ssers 
through 
have 
frequently lost their bearings at H 
and Ocean and complained to the 
chamber. Stationing himself at H 
and Ocean one Saturday morning, 
Craig reported that he was asked for 
directions 
to 
Highway 
1 
by 
14 
bewildered motorists. 
Lejonhud 
indicated 
that 
the 
present seven square foot group of 
signs on the right side of the H and 
Ocean 
intersection 
approaching 
from 
the 
north 
are 
ineffective 
because they get lost in H Street 
trees and allow no lead time to 
prepare for a turn on Ocean. 
He stressed that the design for the 
steel structure supported by two 
eight inch diameter standards, is 
only a recommendation and that the 


Division of Highways is willing to 
meet with City Representatives and 
will conform to City wishes. He 
added, though, that he thought that 
only this design would provide what 
he termed “positive control’’ of 
south-bound H street traffic. 
Craig stated that he believes he 
chamber will support any form of 
new signing that effectively directs 
motorists.

Howard Hughes spent millions to satisfy strange fears 


LOS ANGELES (DPI) — Howard Hughes spent millions 
of dollars allaying strange fears, including buying a hotel to 
keep a sign from falling on him and cancelling a golf 
tournament for fear of floating germs, according to court 
documents that attorneys for Hughes tried to hush up. 


The claims were in d ^sitio n s from Robert Maheu, once 
Hughes’ chief lieutenant in Nevada. The two men have been 
feuding since Hughes fired Maheu. 


Maheu filed a suit against Hughes in U.S. District Court 
here, charging him with libel and slander and asking $17.5 
million in damages. 
The suit is in reply to a remark by Hughes in the much 
publicized telephone news conference during the Clifford 


Irving phoney autobiograpiiy ail air. A voice identified by 
reporters as that of Hughes said Maheu “stole me blind.” 
Maheu sued Hughes, Hughes Tool Co. and the public 
relations agency that represents Hughes and set up the 
news conference. 
Attorneys for the defense demanded that Maheu file 
written statements giving details of every deal involving 
more than $1,000 in which he represented Hughes. 
Tlie statements were filed in federal court, whereapon 
attorneys for Hughes demanded the iudge have them 
sealed, removed from the publicly-available court record, 
^ a u s e 
they 
contained 
“scandalous 
and 
slarKlerous 
information.” Judge Harry Pregerson, citing the First 
Amendment guarantees of free speech, refused. 


Some of the siaieinents by Maheu included: 
—That Hughes bought the Frontier Hotel and Casino in 
Las Vegas b^ause he was afraid of its sign. 


Hughes was living in the penthouse of the Desert Inn, 
across the street at the time. Maheu said. When Hiiehes 
noticed the 189-foot-hijh sign just erected at a cost of $1 
million in front of the opposite hotel “he was afraid that the 
sign would collapse and endanger his life by falling on the 
penthouse,” so Maheu was asked to talk to the owners of 
the Frontier about removing it, he said. 


“ When he was informed that the owners had no desire to 
tear down the sign ... and that if the sign would collapse 
there was no way in which it could cause damage to the 


Desert Inn, he insisted I proceed forthwith in an attempt to 
buy the hotel.” 
1 
The sign is still there, however 
Maheu gave no 
explanation in the court documents of why Hughes didn’t 
tear it down after allegedly buying the whole hotel for that 
purpose. 
—In the same year, Maheu said, Hughes decided to 
cancel the Golf Tournament of Champions at the Desert 
Inn’s course. 
“ He said he was fearful that sports writers would try to 
contact him by telephone, and that he felt having thousands 
of people watching the tournament would cause an influx of 
germs which might penetrate his headquarters on the ninth 
floor,” Maheu said.

and

Justice 
D ep a r t m e n t ’s 
efforts to stop publication of 
the 
Pentagon 
Papers 
in 
several newspapers. 
A task force was set up 18 
months 
ago 
by 
the 
Twentieth Century Fund to 
establish 
and 
fund 
the 
independent council, which 
will concentrate its efforts 
on the major suppliers of 
news 
and 
not 
the local 
press. Similar groups exist 
in Great Britain, Sweden, 
New 
Zealand 
and 
some 
sections 
of 
the 
United 
States. 
The council will focus on 
the major news suppliers 
because of their national 
impact and because of their 
influence upon local news 
reporting. 
The 
m ajor 
suppliers include the two 
national wire services, the 
three 
television networks 
and such newspapers as the 
New 
York 
Times, 
the 
Washington Post and the 
Los Angeles Times. 
The 
15-member council 
will have no coercive power, 
and 
its 
$400,000 
annual 
budget 
will 
come 
from 
several 
foundations, 
with 
none contributing more than 
25 per cent. 
The 
council 
“will 
not 
solve 
all 
the 
problems 
facing print and broacast 
media, nor will it answer all 
of the criticisms voiced by 
th e 
publi c 
and 
by 
politicians,” a task force 
report said. 
“It will, however, be an 
independent body to which 
the 
public can 
take 
its 
complaints 
about 
press 
coverage. It will act as a 
strong defender of press 
freedom.

Senate-passed measure and 
use it for a no-fault proposal 
that

repeatedly in the Senate 
Finance Committee. 
In exchange for the favor,

adopted two amendments 
proposed by Assemblyman

Bur ton ,

Francisco, that Song said 
“would destroy no-fault.”

“ How in the hell can we 
guarantee a reduction in 
rates when we don’t know 
for sure what the accident 
experience will be or the 
effect of inflation?”

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County officials want 
to close SY airport 


Santa Barbara County authorities are 
seeking to have Santa Ynez County Airport 
closed to jet planes in the future. 
The County Airport Committee is hopeful 
this can be done, and is contacting the 
Federal Aviation Administration and State 
Division of Aeronautics. 
Assistant Public Works Director Paul 
Price said the committee has taken this 
course to determine “ if there are any legal 
ramifications” to barring the noisy jet 
aircraft. 
The decision of county officials several 
years ago to open the small airport near 
the town of Santa Ynez to jet planes caused 
a 
storm 
of 
controversy 
which 
has 
continued to erupt every so often. Janin 
Acres subdivision is nearby. 
Homeowners in the area of the airport, 
which is east of Solvang, for a time 
conducted a running battle with Third 
District Supervisor Daniel G. Grant, who 
they felt opened the way for multi­ 
millionaire Fletcher Jones to fly his 
executive jet planes in and out of the 
airport. 


Jones, owner of Westerly Stud Farms, in 
the valley, was killed recently when a 
small plane he was piloting crashed not far 
from his ranch. The extensive breeding 
farm complex is now up for sale as a result 
of Jones’ death Nov. 7. But one of two jets 
Jones used is still being housed at the 
airport in a special hangar for Westerly 
Stud Farms craft. 
Jones was reported as having disposed of 
one of his two jet planes prior to the fatal 
crash. Formerly, there were four of his 
planes based at the airport. 
Price said the county counsel’s office is 
being drawn into the case to determine 
what legal steps can be taken to prevent jet 
traffic at this time. 


It was learned that federal and state 
aviation authorities are being queried 
because county airports receive state and 
federal grant funding from time to time. It 
must be determined whether a jet ban 
would jeopardize continued funding, or 
whether it would be better to do without 
jets and lose a bit of outside funding. 


Last minute rush to file 
ag preserves for 1972 


Ranchers 
and 
farm 
operators 
whose 
lands 
aren’t 
in 
agricultural 
preserves as yet made a 
concerted 11th hour rush 
Thursday 
to 
file 
their 
applications by the 5 p.m. 
deadline. 
Others 
were 
expected to arrive in the 
mails Friday. 
Records of the six-year- 
old State Land Conservation 
Act program in the county 
were being shattered in the 
flurry of filing returns on 
the final day for inclusion 
into this year’s program. 
The previous high - water 
mark of 174 new preserves 
created in one year — in 
1970 — is sure to be broken. 
By late afternoon, the total 
of approved and pending 
applications for this year 
was nearing the 190 mark. 
Approved preserves thus 
far total 394,945 acres for 
the six - year period, with 
the likelihood that the total 
acreage of land in preserves 


will be in excess of 450,000 
acres by the end of the year. 
The record number of 
preserves 
approved 
and 
pending for this year has 
come about largely because 
of 
applications 
for 
133 
separate small preserves on 
parcels of the 14,000 former 
H ollister 
Ranch 
near 
G avio ta. 
The 
big 
oceanfronting ranch is now 
owned by MGIC Corp., of 
Milwaukee, 
which 
is 
subdividing it for second 
home and recreational uses. 
The ranch owners are also 
engaged in an extensive 
agricultural venture on the 
property and have a major 
well - drilling program 
underway to be assured of 
sufficient domestic water 
on the parcels. 


County officials said that 
Bixby 
Ranch Co., 
near 
Lompoc, which already has 
extensive 
holdings 
in 
several 
preserves, 
has 
applied 
for inclusion of 


about 
10,000 
additional 
acres. 
The 
ranch 
concern 
recently withdrew some of 
its acreage from existing 
preserves, but nothing can 
be done with it before 10 
years, and none of the 
withdrawn portions are on 
the 
oceanfront, 
it 
was 
asserted. 


Announcement was also 
made that movie actress 
Jeanne 
Crain 
and 
her 
husband, Paul Brinkman, 
are applying to have a ranch 
property 
near 
Lompoc 
placed into a preserve. The 
Brinkmans, of Los Angeles, 
recently purchased a sizable 
part of the Salsipuedes 
Ranch, 
southeast 
of 
Lompoc Some 3,400 acres 
— most of it used for cattle 
operations — are sought for 
inclusion into a preserve. 
Dry beans and flower seed 
are other crops on the 
property.

“It is better to give than receive" is a 
noble philosophy in this holiday shopping 
season, but not when it applies to car 
thieves. 
The 
California 
State 
Automobile 
Association has sounded a kindly but 
documented warning to careless motorists 
who make auto theft easy by leaving their 
cars unlocked or with windows open. 
Reporting on a survey now in progress, 
the CSAA has found that of 7,000 parked 
cars so far investigated, mostly in the San 
Francisco Bay Area, more than 25 percent 
fell 
into 
these 
categories. 
Highest 
percentages of owner carelessness were 
found at suburban shopping centers. At one 
site, 52 percent of the cars were left open 
or unlocked by their errand running

drivers. 
The Association also had cautionary 
words for motorists who leave valuables in 
plain sight, even though they may lock 
their cars; and for the driver-in-a-hurry 
who thinks he can leave the car unlocked 
for the few moments it is going to take him 
to run in and pick up his purchases.

executive 
vice 
president 
Neil 
Garrison commented: “This false sense of 
security can be of great benefit to an 
experienced auto thief.” 
Auto thefts have risen 70 percent in the 
last five years. Last year more than 35,000 
vehicles were reported stolen in the Bay 
Area alone, totalling more than $32 million 
in value. Carlessness can be translated as 
wastefulness.

The President reads 


Washington — It’s dangerous for a 
President 
to 
read 
a 
book. 
A 
President in times like ours has 
hardly a momeht to call his own. He 
is weighted down by a daily grist of 
crises, his hours parceled out in a 
relentless schedule. 
So to single out 
one book for a cram 
course gives that 
book 
undue 
emphasis. 
Lyndon 
Johnson read a book 
in the White House. 
This was Barbara 
Ward’s The Rich 
Nations 
and 
the 
Poor Nations and he 
never got over it, 
subscribing to the 
beneficent 
view 
that aid to the poor 
nations would set the 
world aright. 
On his post-election trip to Key 
Biscayne President Nixon got off 
the plane with two books under his 
arm. One was David Cecil’s Life of 
Melbourne, 
the 
other 
Robert 
Blake’s biography of Disraeli. Dull 
books that Patrick Moynihan had 
urged him to read, the President 
said as the reporters crowded 
around him. 
The Disraeli biography seems to 
have got to the President since in 
the Garnett Horner interview he 
eq u ates 
his 
philosophy 
of 
government with that of a “Disraeli 
conservative.” This has launched a 
legend that the great British prime 
minister of the mid-19th century is 
the prototype of Richard Nixon in 
the last years of the 20th century. 
That is a most fanciful notion as 
Blake in his thorough searching 
biography makes clear, Disraeli not 
only read books, he wrote them. He 
had published a half dozen political 
novels 
before 
he 
became 
her 
majesty’s first minister. 
The most influential was “Sybil or 
the Two Nations.” This was Disraeli 
the realist looking at the abyss 
between the rich Britons and the 
mass of the poor condemned by the 
industrial revolution to stinking,

overcrowded city slums. In the most 
significant 
passage 
the 
central 
character 
boasts of the queen 
reigning over the “greatest nation 
that ever existed.” He is challenged 
by a young stranger who asks 
“which nation?” and then goes on to 
say: 
“Two 
nations between whom 
there is no intercourse and no 
sympathy; who are as ignorant of 
each other’s habits, thoughts and 
feelings as if thev were dwellers in 
different zones or inhabitants of 
different planets, who are formed 
by a different breeding, are fed by a 
different 
food, are ordered by 
different manners and are not 
governed by the same laws.” 
And what are these two nations? 
The stranger responds: “The rich 
and the poor.” 
No one would say that such a gulf 
exists today. Yet between those who 
live in the city getthos and the 
residents of the white suburbs there 
is a wide gap The latter know little 
— perhaps they prefer not to know 
— of what it is like to live in a rat- 
infested slum. 
Of course 
Disraeli 
used 
the 
rhetoric of the Conservative party 
which he led. He was a lifelong foe 
of Gladstone, the inflammatory 
leader of the Liberal party. But 
when he became prime minister a 
second time in 1874 he helped to put 
through Parliament a whole series 
of reforms. They included adequate 
housing to replace slums, public 


health, a factory act to prevent the 
exploitaton of women and children, 
a food and drug act which remained 
the principal measure on that 
subject until 1928. 
Taken 
together, Blake writes, 
they 
constitute 
the 
biggest 
installment of social reform passed 
by any British government in the 
19th century. This did not mean that 
the Conservatives had embraced the 
masses. In fact they had abandoned 
Disraeli’s earlier dream of a union 
between the aristocracy and the 
working 
classes. Yet 
realism 
dictated 
that with a new electoral 
law 
ad opted 
in 
1868 
the 
conservatives were better able than 
the liberals to respond to working 
class demands. 
With 
his 
cultivation, 
his 
extraordinary parliamentary skill, 
his subtlety, his wry and often 
devastating humor, Disraeli was 
one of the great figures of the last 
century. Historians of a later day 
when all the secrets are known and 
the classified papers published may 
make 
a 
similar 
finding 
about 
Richard Nixon. For the present the 
parallel seems a bit remote. 
As for books it is probably better 
if a President has a spare hour or 
two to watch football on television. 
That is what President Nixon does 
and he is thereby one of the great 
silent majority.

Let the Sunshine in 


WASHINGTON - Here’s some 
good news for citizens who are 
struggling for open government and 


less secrecy in the dealings of 
bureaucrats and business lobbyists. 
It 
comes 
from 
Missouri 
and 


Massachusetts and in it there’s a 
model other states might emulate. 


The 
M issouri 
Public 
Service 
Commission 
has 
issued a ruling re­ 
quiring 
trucking 
companies and util­ 
ities that it regu­ 
lates 
to 
submit 
monthly 
reports 
listing 
any 
grat­ 
uities given or re­ 
ceived and “any and 
all contacts in per­ 
son, oral or written, 
concerning or bear­ 
ing on Missouri PSC 
business,” 


with the date, time and purpose of 
such contacts. Similarly, on their 
side, the members and employees of 
the Missouri PSC are now required 
to 
file 
monthly 
reports 
on 
“gratuities, meals, services, gifts, 
or travel given or received,” and 
any 
contacts 
oral 
or 
written 
between the regulated companies 
and PSC employees. 


The Chairman ot the Missouri 
PSC, Marvin Jones, says these 
reports, 
which were strenously 
opposed by the companies, are 
publicly available in Jefferson City, 
the state capitol. If for example, the 
federal government had such a 
requirement, the secret contacts 
between 
ITT 
and 
the 
Justice 
Department last year would either 
have been made public or, in 
anticipation of such, would not have 
been made 
Also earlier this year, Governor 
Francis Sargent of Massachusetts, 
issued an executive order requiring 
most regulatory agencies to report 
all 
contacts 
with 
regulated 
companies and gifts or gratuities 
each month to the Executive Office 
of Consumer Affairs. There is a 


possible loophole in an exemption 
for “routine inquiries or routine 
reports,” and some agencies resent 
the order being applied to them but 
not to the Executive office of the 
Governor. 
However, 
such 
disclosure, 
available 
to 
any 
interested citizen at the State House 
in Boston, is a major step forward in 
charting more openly the murky, 
behind-the-scenes 
influence 
peddling that goes on. 
It’s major step, that is, if there is 
full 
compliance. 
Toward 
this 
objective, the agencies, such as 
banking, insurance, public utilities, 
milk control, occupational licensing 
units, alcoholic beverages, were 
ordered by the Governor to issue 
regulations no later than July 1,1972 
requiring regulated companies to 
file detailed reports with them. 
These reports are to be periodic and 
“ fully 
disclose 
the 
lobbying 
activities of such licensee directed 
at such agency, including the offical 
actions sought to be affected” and 
“all gifts and gratuities given to any 
official.” Freyda Koplow, the state 
banking commissioner, says that 
there has been little follow-through 
thus far on this part of the 
Governor’s order. She attributed the 
delay to bureaucratic changes in the 
Executive office and legal matters 
which had to be worked out 
There are indications that a 
number of 
agency officials 
in 
Massachusetts are discomforted by 
what they are required to report to 
the Executive Office of Consumer 
Affairs, which in turn has staff 
people who doubt whether the 
reports are sufficiently complete 
and candid. 


Such 
h e s i t a t i o n s 
and 
maneuverings 
point 
to 
the 
importance of such disclosures in 
providing people with information 
about 
the 
close 
fraternization 
between government and business 
and the way the telephone and 
private meetings between the two 
circumvent the rules which the less 
powerful have to follow before these 
agencies. 
Citizens 
in 
all states should 
recognize the important tools for 
reform which such Missouri and 


Massachusetts directives could open 
up to them in their areas. These 
tools for consumer protection and 
honest, open government will work 
only if they are utilized by the 
public. Citizens and citizen groups 
might wish to ask the Governors and 
the White House why they do not 
direct their agencies to make 
similar disclosures. Sunlight, as 
Judge Brandeis once said, is a fine 
disinfectant.
